OKINAWA HOST HOMELESS 


Typhoon Aims Blow 
At Japan and Korea 


TOKYO, Monday, Sept 10 ‘#—Typhoon Emma smashed its 
way toward the teeming coasts of western Japan and South Korea 
early today leaving a multimillion dollar toll of havoc and thou- 
'sands of natives homeless on the U. S. fortress island of Okinawa. 


| Violent rain and gusts up to 70 


miles an hour battered Korea's 
‘south coast and Kyushu, Japan’s 
‘southern island, as the monster 
|460-mile wide storm charged from 
Okinawa into the 150-mile wide 
strait between Japan and Korea. 
At 9 p.m. Sunday the storm’s 
center, spouting winds of 115 
m.p.h., was located 155 miles west 
of Kagoshima, Japan’s southern- 
most large city. P 
Emma was churning, northward 
then at 14 miles an hour. Air 
Force forecasters predicted that 
‘without losing force she would 
‘curve to the northeast by dawn 
Monday and be 65 miles west of 
Fukuoka, Japan, at 9 a.m. 
Military authorities closed down 
all but the most essential U. S. 
activities on’ Kyushu, and ordered 
all Americans to stay indoors. 
From 15 to 24 inches of rain belted 
the island.

In any nation governed by representa- 
tion freely chosen by voters, law is its 
one sure foundation. Any free nation not 
so founded is built on sand and will be 
destroyed. When law ceases to be the way 
of life for a free people, then their free- 
dom quickly will be eroded. In addition, 
only law, supported by the people, can 
keep racketeers and underworld pres- 
sures generally from assuming political 
powers in communities, large and small.

There are three Superior Court races. 
The bar association poll recommended as 
follows: 

In the race between Judge Luther 
Alverson and Hamilton Douglas £Jr., 
Judge Alverson was rated best qualified 
in a close vote of 283 to 271. The fact 
Judge Alverson has had judicial experi- 
ence and an excellent record as a judge 
in the Fulton Civil Court earned for him 
his margin as best qualified. 

The second poll listed by the Bar 
Assn. involved the candidates Judge John 
L. Tye Jr., J. C. (Jep) Tanksley and Reu- 
ben A. Garland. In the bar’s “best-quali- 
fied” column Judge Tye had 397 votes; 
J. Cc. Tanksiey, an able young attorney 
with a magnificent war record, had 139, 
and Reuben A. Garland, 37. 

The third poll result reported by the 
bar association gave Judge Durwood Pye 
551 votes and Sidney Lanier 18 in the 
“best-qualified” column.

Difficulties encountered in Congress 
by the last foreign aid bill clearly dem- 
onstrated dissatisfaction with many 
phases of the program and the need for 
a review of its technical aspects and basic 
philosophical concepts. 

Mr. Fairless’ committee, along with 
Senate and House committees which in- 
dependently will study the same subject, 
should result in some interesting and we 
trust economical conclusions.

Apathy of the Voters 
Is an Alarming Thing 


Fulton County continues to. grow in 
wealth and population. But good citizen- 
ship and its political health are in a de- 
cline. 

Total voter registration has fallen since 
1952. The number of white voters has 
dipped sharply. The number of Negroes 
registered has increased, but not enough 
to keep the over-all total from showing 
a net loss. 

The same set of facts is true for the 
City of Atlanta.’ 

Figures prepared by the Metropolitan 
Voting Council show that 130,526 were 
registered to vote in Fulton County in 
1952 while the city had 121,161 regis- 
tered voters. This year, only 112,189 are 
qualified to vote in the city while the 
county has only 122,025 voters. 

By race, the number of white voters 
has declined 14.3 percent in the city and 
12.2 percent in the county. Negro regis- 
tration in the county has increased 26.7 
percent and 33 percent in the city. 

The Metropolitan Voting Council is 
doing all it can to turn out the vote in 
the Sept. 12 state primary and wants to 
increase registration, too. Regrettably, 
the events leading up to the election |have 
been remarkably dull and a light turnout 
is expected. : 

People get the kind of government 
they deserve. We only hope those elected 
are more enthusiastic about their duties 
than are the citizens over theirs. 

The saddest part about it all, though, 
is that a year from now the loudést critics 
of government will be those who didn’t 
bother to register, or if registered, were 
too busy or too tired to vote.

Old Guard Ideas Seethe 
Under Ike-Inspired Calm 


All through the Republican conven- 
tion the emphasis was on “the leadership 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower,” and never on 
that of the party itself. 

There seemed to be a tacit agree- 
ment by the opposition that all would 
follow the President’s' leadership through 
the election. They would then do as they 
pleased, since Mr. Eisenhower can’t again 
be a candidate if he wins. 

The Old Guard drew back on a num- 
ber of points in the platform and the 
President’s speech. One section in the 
latter, which reportedly has Sen. Know- 
land and others of his group about ready 
to blow their tops, indicated the Pres- 
ident’s interest in increased communi- 
cations and cultural exchanges with Rus- 
sia and other Iron Curtain countries. The 
President said: 


“Without for a moment relaxing our in- 
ternal and collective defenses, we must ac- 
tively try to bridge-the great chasm that 
separates us from the peoples under Com- 
munist rule. . . 

“For years the Iron Curtain was im- 
penetrable. . . . Now at last there appear 
to be signs that some small degree of 
friendly intercourse may be permited. 

“We are beginning to be able—cautious- 
ly and with our eyes open—to encourage 
some interchange of ideas, books, maga- 
zines, student tourists, artists, radio pro- 
grams, technical experts, religious leaders 
and government officials. 

“The hope is that, little by little, mis- 
trust based on falsehoods will give way to 
international understanding based on truth.”’ 

The President called also for “mutual 
economic and military cooperation 
among the free nations.” 

“It is madness,” he said, “to sup- 
pose there could be an island of tran- 


quility and prosperity in a sea of 
wretchedness and frustration,” 

This is very true. 

But it is not what the isolationist 


“Old Guard” thinks, or wants. 

The cynicism of all this is perfectly 
evident from a study of the past.

Human Race Faces 
Its Greatest Task 


WASHINGTON—The special value of looking 
at the past is to help face the future more wisely. 
At the annual meeting of the Political Science 


Assn. in Washington this week, Prof. Harold D, Lasswell of Yale Uni- 
versity in his presidential address looked at a segment of the past and 
offered his elite audience some humble, healthy, profound and pro- 


vocatice observations. 

He confessed that in his judg- 
ment the whole profession of po-. 
litical science thinkers—in the 
United States and everywhere else 
in the world—have_ grievously 
failed in their duty to “anticipate 
the (atomic) bomb and the signifi- 
cant problems of policy that came 
with it.’’ 

He charged his profession with 
flagrant dereliction—the derelic- 
tion of leaving “‘the minds of our 
decision - makers. unprepared to 
meet the crisis precipitated by 
the bomb.”’ 

Prof. Lasswell extehuates the 
crime only slightly by noting that 
there were not enough political 
scientists trained in physics and 
not enough physicists trained in 
political science. 

Prof. Lassw%ll is not primarily 
wringing his hands about the past; 
he is asserting to himself and to 
his colleagues ‘that the political 
scientists here and abroad must 
begin now to do the creative think- 
ing necessary to deal with the, 
anticipatable problems of the fu- 
ture. The problems he cites are 
these: 

For the foreseeable future: Inex- 
pensive nuclea. weapons are in 
prospect and will be obtainable by 
the smaller nations. Will this event 


- decentralize atomic power and 


make it more controllable? What 
can we do to restrain the “‘little 
atomic gangster’ who can imperil 
the safety of the whole world? 
Will atomic defense regain the

ground lost to atomic offense and, 
if so, can this new knowledge be 
used to seal off great greas of the 
globe behind impenetrable ‘‘en- 
ergy” shells as boys put dishpans 
over snakepits? ) 
What about using our imagina- 
tion to develop an instrument of 
coercion that incapacKates without, 
killing, without imposing perma- 
nent incapacity? | 
For the Attainable Future— 
Should we not anticipate now hemi. 
spheric, even global, control of the 
weather and climate? This, to 
gether with newly available en- 
ergy sources could, he suggests, 
reclaim the wastelands of the 
earth—the deserts, the ice caps, 
the tropical rain forests, the moun- 
tains leveled to productive plateaus. 
Prof. Lasswell asks whether po- 
litical scientists or others are con- 
scious of the implications if great 
resource changes are introduced 
into a divided world. He sees large 
new population areas opening up 
for the non-Soviet world in North 
and South America; in the Sahara, 
in the Middle East capable of 
altering the whole world picture. 
The Problematic Future—And 
what next in genetics and experi- 
mental embryology? Prof. Lass- 
well foresees vast changes in the 
human race, possibly ‘‘super-gifted 
men or even new species possess- 
ing superior talent’’ and a robot 
conceivably with a capacity to 
“reproduce its kind and of inter- 
acting with others.’’ 


Nasser Will Win se Suez 
Unless West Goes to War 


Barring military action, with its dire peril to world peace, President 
Nasser of Egypt seems to be on the way to winning his Suez Canal 


gamble. The question now being asked is: Did the Western Powers 
miss the boat at the outset of the crisis? 


The British and U.S. govern- 
ments already are the targets of 
criticism by those who Say that 
on July 27, the day after Nasser 
decreed nationalization of the Suez 
Canal, the West should have in- 
Sisted on bringing the question 
before the United Nations Security 
Council as a threat to world peace. 

There, say these critics, the lines 
could have been clearly drawn, as 
they were in the case of Iranian 
oil nationalization. The Russians 
could have vetoed a move to bring 
Nasser’s action before the world 
court for an opinion or any other 
Solution favored by the majority. 
But Moscow, involved at the mo- 
ment in a big effort to make itself 
loved, would have to face the 
scrutiny of world opinion. . 

A block of British opinion wants 
and has wanted to bring the Suez 
case to the security council. The 
U.S. State Department position 
seemed to be that the security 
council should be only a last re- 


sort, if negotiations should fail 
utterly.

Western economies that the talk 
cannot be looked upon as much

Therefore, it seems likely both 
sides—Britain and France on the 
one hand and Egypt and the Afr'- 
can-Asian nations on the other will 
content themselves with talking 
and marking time until the United 
Nations Assembly meets in mid- 
November.

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God Created 
Segregation, 
Pastor Says 


Discord Traced 
To Slave Trade 


By KAY McLEOD 


Segregation was established 
when God created the earth, mak- 
ing flowers, trees, fish, birds, ani- 
mals and humans different, an 
East Point Methodist minister 
said Sunday. 


“If segregation is a sin, God 
did not know it,’’ the Rey. George 
O. King told his congregation at 
the East Point Methodist Church. 


The clergyman said that seg- 
regation of every sort is evident 
in the world today. He said, ‘“‘The 
separation into groups of like in- 
terest, endowment, experience 
and ability is our pattern in fi- 
nances, social orders, educational 
processes, recreational facilities, 
residences and every other area 
of life.’’ 


WORSHIP 


‘‘To worship in separate groups 
is just the same,” he continued. 
“It makes for the good of the 
whole and for orderliness.”’ 


Developing his sermon largely 
from the Second Commandment, 
the Rev. Mr. King cited part of 
the fifth verse of the 20th chap- 
ter of Exodus, which mentions 
Wk . Visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children unto 
the third and fourth generations 
of them that hate me.”’ 


In tracing the history of the 
Negro in America, he said that 
of all the races and nationalities 
represented in this country today, 
the Negro is the only one which 
did not come of its own accord. 


SLAVE TRADE 


The minister pointed out that 
slave trading during the early 
1800’s brought the Negro here. 
He traced current racial discord 
to this slave traffic and pointed 
out that this is the third genera- 
tion since that period in Amer- 
ica’s history. 

The minister then charged that 
the Emancipation Proclamation 
freed ‘‘a people who did not ask 
to be, . . . with none of the back- 
ground or training to be free 
people.” ° 

The Rev. Mr. King said that 
the South had no land or jobs to 
offer, and thus the only course 
open to the Negro was “to be- 
come the white man’s burden.”’ 


Now, continued the minister, 
‘today’s customs . . . social or- 
der . . . and friendships are be- 
ing challenged by those who have 
failed to recognize the wisdom of 
time and the wholeness of our 
problem.” 


“MOSES” 


The minister charged that ‘‘cer- 
tain organizations, for member- 
ship fee, have promised to be 
Moses and lead again to the 
promised land... .”’ 


The Rev. Mr. King referred to 
a story concerning the Mansfield, 
Tex., school conflict, which 
quoted a 17-year-old Negro boy 
as saying: ‘‘Mister, I don’t wanna 
go to. school in ansfield. I'd 
rather go to school among my 
own people in Fort Worth. But 
I'll go to the Mansfield school if 
the NAACP makes me.” 


He cited opportunities open to 
the Negro in this country—edu- 
cational opportunities, the ability 
to own merchandise and the free- 
dom to sell his manufactured 
goods at prices equal to those of 
any other. 


PROGRESS 


The conclusion that the minister 
reached from this comparison 
was that ‘‘the Negro in and of 
himself has not been able to ad- 
vance in any great way...,% 
but that “‘no race of people. . 
has made so rapid progress as 
has the American Negro in the 
past 100 years.” 

The minister said that the 
answer to the racial problems of 
America is not to be found in 
riots and insurrection. He said 
that each instance of racial 
violence in this country is but 
fuel for the fires of the war of 
propaganda which is being waged 
by communistic countries. 

The answer, said the minister, 
is rather to be found in ‘‘under- 
standing . . . the other man’s 
hopes, dreams and ideals, . . 
sympathy to those less fortunate, 

. . trust in prayer, ... anda 
searching of our hearts for bitter- 
ness and prejudice.” 


‘‘PLACE FOR EACH” 

The minister concluded that, 
“God has a place in His kingdom 
for everyone ... all may not 
work ... side by side... , but 
there is a place for each to make 
a contribution.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. King, who said 
he has been working on the ser- 
mon for more than a year, thus 
became the second Methodist 
minister in this area within the 
past month to take a stand ir 
favor of segregation. Dr. Charles 
Allen, pastor of the Grace Meth- 
odist Church, on August 19, af- 
firmed his belief that separation 
of the races was not un-Christian. 

Earlier, two Baptist ministers, 
the Rev. Dr. Roy O. McClain, At- 
lanta First, and the Rev. York 
Chambless, Smyrna First, took 
the stand that force would not 
solve the racial problem.

$6,122 Now 
Evens With 
2,000 in ’39 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9 (UP)—A 
wage earner who received $3,000 a 
year in 1939 needs more than 
twice that amount now just to 
break even, the National Indus- 
trial Conference Board reported | 
today. 

A family with an annual income 
of $50,000 in 1939 must receive 
three times that much now. to; 
maintain the same standard of 
living, the board said, 

The $3,000 income 17 years ago 
compares with $6,122 a year now, 
it said. The $50,000 pre-war in- 
come is equal to $159,030 today. 

Incomes have had to increase 
since 1939 simply to offset infla- 
tion and rising taxes, the board 
\said in a “‘road map of industry” 
report, 

A married couple with two chil- 
dren and a $3,000 income in 1939 
paid only $30 in federal income 
and social security taxes. That 
left them with $2,970. 

To end up with the equivalent 
buying power today, the family 
would need to gross $6,122, the 
board said. Taxes would take $669 
and inflation would depreciate the 
value of his income by $2,483, it 
said. 

The $5,000 a year family in 1939 
paid $59 in taxes and kept $4,491, 
the board said. It now takes) 
$10,583 to match this, with the 
government collecting $1,511 and 
inflation taking a toll of $4,131. 

A family receiving $10,000 a 
year in 1939 needs $22,428 today 
to make up for a jump in taxes 
from $269 to $4,562 and an infla- 
tionary loss of $8,135, according to 
board figures. 

A chart showed the higher 
brackets must have even greater 
increases in earnings to maintain 
the 1939 status quo. The $25,000 
a year family had $23,273 left 
after taxes in 1939. It needs $67,727 
now to make up for a $19,456 
depreciation and $24,998 in taxes. 

Afamily with an income of 
$50,000 a year in 1939 had $43,625 
left to spend. To match that 
spending power today, the family 
needs $159,939.

What do you want to accom- 
plish with a diet? To reduce, of 
course, is the immediate re- 
sponse. But you really want so 
much more than that. 


Analyze the reasons why you 
want to lose the excess pounds. 
Isn’t it because you want to look 
younger, lose the middle spread, 
and g°t back your bounce? Deep 
down, the reason for reducing is 
to add a plus quality to living. 
Fine ... but it can only be ac- 
complished with scientific slim- 
ming. A faddy, inadequate diet 
will defeat your purpose by low- 
ering your vitality. 

TRY DIET 

When looking over a scientif- 
ically planned diet, before de- 
ciding you couldn't possibly re- 
duce on that amount of food, try 
it . . . you'll be surprised. But 
toss overboard all outmoded no- 
tions of diet. Scientific slimming 
is different and exciting in re- 
sults. 

For example, if you’re not par- 
ticularly hungry in the morning, 
you may consider breakfast a 
complete waste of calories. That 
may be true if you are a late 
riser and breakfast comes too 
close to the lunch hour. But for 
the working girl and the busy 
housewife, the right kind of low 
calorie breakfast can speed up 
reducing. Have no more toast 
and jelly or doughnuts and cof- 
fee breakfasts—that will not help 
slimming along. Breakfast should 
act as a spark plug, and a bal- 
anced breakfast will . . . fruit 
juice, an egg, a thin slice of en- 
riched or whole wheat bread and 
coffee. Enriched bread means 
enriched with minerals and vit- 
amins—not calories. 

LUNCH ON TIME 

Eat lunch on time, four hours 
later. Don’t wait until you are 
ravenously hungry. Have a 
planned lunch, not just snacks 
from the refrigerator. 

Dinner should not exceed 450 
calories for sedentary workers, 
500 for active homemakers. That 
number covers a liberal serving 
of lean meat (all fat trimmed 
off and no gravy), two vege 
tables, a salad with special 
dressing or vinegar and season- 
ing, plus fruit for dessert.

For Grammar?

As my old friend, Cooter, used to say—with all reverence and 
love—‘“‘do Lawd have mercy on my soul and look what I is did!’ 

All I did was to suggest that colorful, colloquial speech falls 
more gently on the ear than pure diction and perfect grammar. 
And I may have added something about preferring it. 


Three schoolteachers have written in to accuse me of leading 
the youth of the land astray, dragging young’uns from their 
larnin’ and giving grammar a bad name. Sundry other citizens 
have mistaken me for a kind of poor man’s Henry Mencken and 
have written in to inquire about the origin of terms and country 
phrases and, praise be, a few others merely wrote in to report 
scraps of language they liked. 

Just to get the record straight, I like grammar fine. I am 
firmly in favor of having it taught in the public schools. I may 
not know a split infinitive when I see one, but I am death on 
dangling participles and when it comes to conjugating a verb, 
let me at it! 


Nobody admires pretty talking any more than a countryman. 
I imagine half the charm of the wandering minstrels of the old 
days was in the fine sound of their speech. Their songs and 
stories weren’t always new, but the way they told them must 
have set whole families of young children to ‘‘talking proper’’ for 
days to come. [I can see them now sitting around the fire 
listening to a glib city feller—in much the same way we used to 
listen to itinerant preachers, mule traders and sewing machine 
salesmen. The smooth sound of his voice, the urbane ripple of 
a phrase, must have caused them to exchange looks of amuse- 
ment and awe. 

When he left they may have mentioned that he was proper 
talking, but they added the ultimate in praise by saying, ‘‘Clever 
feller, wasn’t he?’’ 


And that reminds me of another country use of the word 
clever. A child contradicting his parent was often put in his 
place with the words: ‘‘All right, I’m the liar and you’re the 
clever feller.”” I used to take that to mean that clever meant 
honest, but I find that, one way or another, counting obsolete 
usage and dialects, clever means practically everything else. 
It denotes quickness of intellect, says Webster, skill, dexterity, 
talent or adroitness. Webster even takes notice of the old country 
meanings of good-natured, obliging, amiable. And a long time 
ago it was apparently used to mean healthy, well-shaped, clean- 
limbed, lithe or handsome. 


But honest? Can some amateur Mencken set me straight 
on what cleverness has to do with the truth? 

The expression ‘‘right smart’ for considerable amused one 
correspondent. Another, Mrs. Lois Newman of Tallapoosa, took 
up the expression ‘‘go by,’’ meaning ‘‘go by way of,’’ which was 
explored here recently. She told of a Michigan man who bought 
a farm near her family’s and was invited by a neighbor to 
‘‘g0 by my house for dinner.’’ 

He went by—without stopping—and his opinion of Southern 
hospitality must have suffered until he learned he had been 
invited in. , 


The parting invitation, ‘‘You all come back,’ also bewildered 
some visiting Northerners, Mrs. Newman said. They kept trying 
to leave, but every time the hostess would say cordially, ‘You 
all come back,’’ so they would turn around curiously and go 
back into the house. How were they to know it was a warm 
invitation to return some time in the vague future? 


Mrs. Newman is one who thinks that grammar need not 
interfere with pleasant and colorful differences in the language. 
She was amused by the Northern custom of calling a whole forest 
of sugar maples ‘“‘the sugar bush.”’ 

“If they tap one or one thousand trees for sap, they say 
‘sugar bush,’”’ she reports. ‘‘To me hearing the different ways 
is half the fun of meeting people from different places.”’

KEEP WELL 
Don’t Face 
Old Age 

With Fear 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

The health of an old person is 
the sum of all the physical and 
emotional problems of his earlier 
years. This is not as bad as it 
sounds because the majority reach 
the 65th birthday in good health. 
The body is rugged and, with rea- 
sonable care, will last a reasonable 
length of time. 

But this does not mean that 
our senior citizens have _ the 
physical and emotional resili- 
ence of a youngster. This lack 
of bounce has led many persons 
to dread old age, regarding it 
as a period of sickness, disabili- 
ty, pain, and general debility. 
Several weeks ago, while driving 

down the boulevard with a friend, 
we passed a rest home where sev- 
eral elderly men and women were 
sitting motionless on the front 
porch. My companion, pointing to) 
the scene, commented: ‘That's! 
what I dread about getting old.’’ I 
struck an encouraging note by tell- 
ing him that they might be having 
fun living and associating with peo- 
ple their own age. But this is be- 
side the point. 


Statistics show that only three 
per cent of the men and women in 
the United States over three score 
and five are institutionalized. This 
is more significant than we realize 
because since 1900 the number of 
persons in this age bracket has 


tionalized are in homes for the| 
aged and a smaller percentage vr 
in mental hospitals. 


On any given day, 14 out cf 
100 persons 65 or older become 
disabled. But then, five out of 
every 100 in the general popula- 
tion do the same. On the other 
hand, sickness and disability are 
not as great a problem to the 
oldster as he thinks. True, he is 
closer to his last illness than is 
the youngster. 


But not all oldsters stay awake 
at night thinking about their so- 
journ with the grim reaper. There 
are “worry warts’ in every age 
group and men and women who 
were overly concerned with dying 
'when they were 40 do not change 
when they become old and frail.
